MUDDLED AGAIN. 

Tho ex-missionary Ims been rending our 
milling laws find compares them with 
those of Canada. Ho thinks tho one is 
about as good as tho other, and that pros- 
pectors in tliu Rocky and Selkirk moun- 
tains don't know their own necosstiea, nor 
where the Canadian law pinches them. 
Not content with his advocacy of the base- 
lees claim of Canada to our minerals, tho 
rocluso of Qovemment street undertakes 
to defend, in detail, the Canadian mining 
regulations which ho would gladly see in 
force among our miners. Had ho not 
published his views we could not have 
conceived that there was anybody among 
us so ignorant as ho shows himself to bo 
of mining life and requirements. Even a 
side by side comparison of the provincial 
and Canadian mining laws loaves him ob- 
fuscated but, as he says, contented. He 
would understand the question better, 
after a Bliort experience ill the mountains 
of our eastern frontier, with a 100 pound 
pack on his back and a thin purse in his 
pocket. He would then quickly realise 
that tho Canadian law, relating to quartz 
claim prospectors, is discouraging and 
almost prohibitive. The prospector, we 
need not say, is commonly a poor man. 
Tho prospecting season, in that part of 
the province, is short, being broken by a 
long winter. Travel is very difficult. All 
necessaries are costly. The Canadian law 
says to tho prospector, who finds a claim, 
"You must spend $500 in 'actual mining 
operations' within a year from tho record 
of your claim, or your right will lapse, 
and irremovable improvements will bu 
forfeited. We may extend tho titno with- 
in, which you may purchase your claim, 
for one additional year, but wo do not un- 
dertake to do so. If your claim become 
productive, you must pay tho government 
a royalty of 2i per cent on the sales of the 
products." The prospector, therefore, 
who discovers a claim, towards the close 
of tho season, must bo^nrepnred to spend 
$500 in the summer months of tho next 
year, in "actual mining oparations." This 
is a requirement beyond tho power of 
most of tho prospectors. They were poor 
when the started out, and will bo pretty 
well "strapped" after their winter expen- 
diture, succeeding tho expense of pros- 
pecting. Such a law is not made for pros 
pectors at all, but for inonied men who 
may employ prospectors. Now, what is 
the British Columbia law on tho subject ? 
It is a law which gives reasonable protec- 
tion and encouragement to the discoveaer 
of a quartz claim. The discoverer is re- 
quired to expend $1200 only on his claim 
during the first year, and bis own labor and 
improvements, widely interpreted in bis 
favor, contribute to make that sum. The 
next year he is only required to do the 
Biimo, and so on year after year, until he 
makes up the purchase money, if he do not 
sooner buy the claim at $50 per acre in lieu 
of representation and expenditure on it. 
Under this law, a prospector sees his way, 
on reasonable conditions, to a certain tixity 
of tenure, while he is testing bis mine, and 
it .o.w> < ' iilvi' [ ,iv 1 1 a oit)}*gJ\xxJGiaal aiiposea 
only an annual tax of $1 per acre on a 
mineral claim, instead of the Canadian 2 1 /. 
per cent, royalty on the sales of products — 
the latter un impost that frightens capital- 
ists as much ns the general law discourages 
prospectors. Is any one so blind as not to 
see the essential difference between these 
two acts? "We are not surprised that the 
recluse of Government street is ignorant of 
tho plain conditions of the most important 
industry of the province, for n hundred 
proofs exist that he has neither the industry 
to collect facts, nor the capacity to under- 
stand tho bearing of them when under his 
eyes. Ho toll the miners of the eastern 
frontier that they don't know their own 
necessities; they dou't know what is good 
for them; it is the Canadian, not the British 
Columbian mining law tbut suits their case, 
yet, in offering this vain advice, he shows 
conclusively that he himself does not ap- 
preciate the plain essential differences be- 
tween tho.clniises of the two acts that lie on 
Lis table. "We cannot suppose him to lie 
diHhonest, but why this parade of ignorance 
and incapacity? We can understand now, 
partly, why tho ex-missionary failed at 
Ottawa. For such as he the only safety iH 
in silence. He is no more worth "knocking 
out" than tho bolster efligy which boys set 
up in their bedrooms. But we may as well 
remove him from the front in addressing u 
large audience, as tho subject ho lias touch- 
ed upon is important, and perhaps not 
fully understood by our non-mining readers.

THE DOMINION LIQUOR ACT 

Argument of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral for Kiitish Columbia. 

[Continued.] 

Mr. Davie— I now come to Russell against 
the Queen aud Hodge against the Queen. 
It appears to be generally considered that 
Itussell against the Queen goes to this ex- 
tent, that it recognizes the exclusive right 
of the Dominion parliament to legislate in 
respect of absolute prohibition 1 will state 
presently why 1 do not consider that de- 
cision goes to that extent, but assuming for 
the present argument that it does, it seems 
to me that the following ease of Hodge and 
tho Queen is utterly inconsistent with Rus- 
sell against the Queen, because the princi- 
ple of prohibition is just as much in Hodge 
against the Queen as in the other; it is true 
it is in a different manner and degree, but it 
is n mora matter of degree. It occurs in 
this way, you can say under the authority 
of llodgo against the Queen that tho prov- 
ince may declare that you shall not sell 
liquor at all except in houses of public en- 
tertainment. You can go further than that 
and limit tho number of licenses; and if 
you can limit tho number you can limit 
so as to be practical prohibition.! 

Strong,.). — You can say they shall not 
sell more than two glasses. 

Henry, J. — And shall levy such a tax that 
nobody will take out a license. 

Mr.jDavie — Therefore if the true view of 
Russell and the Queen is that it recognized 
the exclusive right of tho Douiiniou parlia- 
ment to pass prohibitory laws there are two 
conflicting decisions of the privy council. 
Vour lordships would In- in this unfortunate 
position that while you could not over-rule 
either, year could not follow both; you would 
have to follow on.- ami thai would bo the 
last. 

Ritchie, C. J. Our first duty is to recon- 
cile them if we ran. 

Strong, J. 1 do not know that we are 
obliged ' to do that. We tan take tho last 
decision and say any preceding decision 
with which that conflicts we cannot accept. 

Ritchie, C. J.— 1 understand it is con- 
tended that Russell and the Qneeu and 
Hodge and the Queen are consistent. 

Mr. Davie I wish to say this with re- 
ference to t he ease of Russell and the Queen : 
with all respect 1 hardly think it goes to the 
extent of saying that the Dominion parlia- 
ment has the exclusive right of prohibition. 
At nil events the effect of the Canada Tem- 
perance-Act of 1 87H is not so, because lifter 
all what does the Canada Temperance Act 
recognize'.' It recognizes the right of lucid 
self-government. 

Strong, J. — Local option. 

Mr. Davie. — Who after all would com- 
plain of a statute that practically 



.if 



Gwynnc J.— So that the provinces, by 
uniting, may cut oil the revenue of the Do- 
minion. 

Strong J. — Tho people in the provinces 
aro the same as tho people in tho Domin- 
ion. 

Mr. Davie — I, myself, as head of a 
family, can prevent the uso of liquor in 
my house. The aggregate of families in 
tho same locality have the same right, and 
thus a number of families by uniting can 
stamp out the liquor traffic in that locality 
even though they do not trench upon 
trade and commerce. It i a so recognized 
in the United States— that they havo the 
right to stamp it out. 

Strong.!. — If the prohibition was so 
strong as to prevent the sale by tavern 
keepers, I could understand it, but tho 
local option act interferes with tho retail 
trade. 

Henry J. — In dealing with this ques- 
tion in Fredericton and tho Queen. I 
denied that the Dominion parliament had 
the right to pass that Act on the ground 
that it did interfere with one of tho pow- 
ers given to the local legislature, for the 
purpose of revenue, and tiad the effect of 
destroying that portion of tho grant of 
power that is conferred by the Confeder- 
ation Act, and I do not see that it settles 
tho matter to say because tho local legis- 
lature had not the power, that therefore 
the Dominion has it, when wo find in the 
Confederation Act something that pro- 
hibits tho Dominion parliament from deal- 
ing with the subject also as well as the 
looal from dealing with it. 

Mr. Davie — Now in order to induce 
your lordships to follow llodgo A the 
Queen, instead of Russell and (ho Queen, 
1 will call your attention to the way in 
which the provincial aspect of the ques- 
tion was sacrificed in the argument in the 
Russell ease. 

(! wynne, J . —Sacrificed I 

.Mr. Davie— Yes, my lord, sacrificed— 
given away in fact. If your lordships will 
look at page 840 of the authonzod report 
of Russell and the Quoen, you will find 
this, that their lordships stated as fol- 
I lows: 

"It Mas not, of course, contended for 
; the appellant that the legislature of New 
j Brunswick could have passed the act in 
question, which embraces in its enact- 
ments all the provinces; nor was it denied 
with respect to this last contention, that 
tlie parliament of Canada might have 
passed an act of the nature of that under 
discussion, to take effect at the same time 
throughout the whole Dominion." 

If they admitted that, why did they go 
there at all to argue f They might as well 
not havo argued the question at all, be- 



instead of denying it I Ami looking at it 
from that point of view, Russell Si The 
Queen, instead of saying the exclusive 
right of prohibiting rests with the Do- 
minion, says that it rests with the local- 
ities. 

Ritchie, C. ,). — Arc you not destroying 
tho other part of your own argument I 1 
understand your present proposition that 
it is giving local jurisdiction and power, 
but if they had not tho power to give it, 
they could not. 

Mr. Davie- -What I intended to say 
was the effect of the legislation was to 
give local prohibiten. Whatever the 
source of that local option might be the 
effect of it was wdiat the provinces are all 
contending for. 

Strong, J. — It is to be regulated by the 
law not made by delegated municipal rep- 
resentatives, but ill a do directly by the 
people voting themselves, made as in the 
fcV}ffi«tV.\ft'a'U.' ftt n Vtyi i &enfambn m ttt fi aHr | the 
[t seoms to mo to be rather an anomaly 
that where the municipal bodies and local 
governments with large powers drew their 
authority from tho provinces, the local 
authorities, that is the people themselves, 
organized for the purpose of this local 
option should have to take their authority 
from tho Dominion. 

Mr. Davie. — If not against the ex- 
proasc^Pfipinions of all your lordships on 
the bench it is against the expressed 
opinion, I believe, of the majority when 1 
humbly ventured to submit that the 
right of prohibition does not rest with the 
Dominion, and fur this reason: — 

Ritchie, C. J. — Would you advise us 
to over-rule the decision of the privy 
council in the case of Russell and the 
Quoen? 

Henry, J.— They have done it them- 
selves. 

Strong, J. — It is very important for 
you, audi think it is quite open for you 
to say that while the decision of Itussell 
and the Queen may be properly referred 
to as a decision under the head of trade 
and commerce, it is impossible in llodgo 
and the Queen to refer it to the ground 
on which thoy put it. 

Mr. Davie. — Because tho power to 
make laws for the peace, order aud good 
government of the country is nut an un 
limited one. 

Strong, J. — It is quite consistent with 
the position taken by this court, thai pro 
hibition is such an interference with trade 
and commerce that it falls within the jur 
isdiction of the Dominion. There is 
nothing like prohibition here, and this 
consequently is a matter of mere police 
power. 

Mr. Davie— I would like to put one 
point about prohibition and say whyihil 
power does not rest, with the Dominion. 
It is claimed that it .rests with the Do 
minion by virture of their right to regu- 
late trade and commerce. Now Unit is a 
contradiction in terms; the regulation of 
trade and commerce is a power granted 
for the improvement and for the promo 
tion of trade and commerce; bill if the 
liquor trallie bo annihilated (and that is a 
branch of trade and commerce) how can 
tho Dominion be said to regulate it when 
thoy stamp it out/ 

( I wynne .1. — If it is trade and commerce 
what right have the local legislature 
to absolutely annihilate it by prohibi- 
tion ( 

Mr. Davie — I say the Dominion pari in 
ment assume the right on the ground that 
it is trade and commerce. 

Uwynne •). — Then the local legislature 
could not prohibit it. 

Mr. Davie- -No, my lord, if it bo trade 
and commerce the local legislature could 
not, but the Dominion parliaments as- 
sumption to deal with the matter of pro- 
hibition rests upon the idea that it is trade 
and commerce, or rather that it comtin 
within the class of trade and commerce. 

Strong J. — I was struck with the pas- 
sage from Cooley, which is a fair summary 
of the American license cases. Thoy say 
there that the exercise of the police power 
must notodistiirb trade and commerce- - 
that is foreign trade, which under their 
system is relegated to the general govern- 
ment, Hero all trade, foreign us well as 
internal, is allotted to tho Dominion, 
therefore no prohibition act of the pro- 
vinces ought to interfere with that. 

Ritchie C. J. — Tho Dominion govern- 
ment may impose a duty on wines and 
spirits coming into tho country, and they 
can only allow thoin to come in for pur- 
poses of trade and commerce, but when 
the foreigner comes with a load of brandy 
or wines he finds himself met with the 
regulations of the municipality, where ho 
cannot sell his cargo. 



Strong, J. That is admitting that, par- 
liament can exercise any provincial power 
of legislation by generalizing it. ft is a 
Strang thing if we have to go three thous- 
and miles across the water to have that 
kind of construction— surely that is not in 
the judgment I 

Mr. Davie— Yes, my lord, I have just 
read it from the judgment. 

Mr. 1 Jet h u tie — If it had been an abso- 
lute prohibition of tho liquor traffic, in- 
stead of local option — 

Henry,.!. — That was in answer to the 
ground that was taken of the want of pow- 
er of delegation to the local authority and 
it seems to have been admitted in the ar- 
gument that the parliament of Canada 
could have done it itself but could not 
delegate tho power. 

Gwynno, . I. ---They went into the whole 
of Fredericton and the Queen in which 
every point was raised. 

only question for th"e Privy Council to 
settle was, had the Dominion parliament 
the jiower to delegate it to the local au- 
thorities— tho option— that seems to me 
the only question to be settled. 

.Mr. Davie— Now, that the powerof leg- 
islating by generalizing was the idea dom- 
inating the minds of the Privy Cuuncil in 
Russell and the Queen — 

Ritchie, C. J. — By section OL', tho local 
governments have the incorporations of 
companies with provincial objects. 1 un- 
derstood that tin'. Privy Council held it 
the local objects were extended over the 
whole Dominion they have tho right to 
legislate, though the subject matter that 
was dealt with by the corporation was 
purely local, and was property within the 
Dominion, though the corporation itself 
could only dual with the property in the 
individual provinces according to the laws 
of those provinces. Therefore, by groop- 
ing tho provinces all together, they did 
what they could not have dune if they had 
taken only individual provinces.

A White Women Duped by 
Clever Colored Mini. 



Indianapolis, Oct. 9. — About a year 
ago there appeared in tho Cincinnati 
Enquirer an advertisement in the per- 
sonal column signed by Miss Sarah 
Orton of Parker's landing, Pa., in 
which it was stated that the signer was 
a widow of some means and desirous of 
opening correspondence with a gentle 
man with a view to matrimony. The 
advertisement came to the notice of 
Thomas (J. Welsh, a negro barber of 
this city, and he answered it, stating, 
however, that lie was a physician with 
a good practice. The correspondence 
was continued for several months. 
Photographs were exchanged and a 
regular courtship was carried on entire- 
ly by letters. Welsh, though a negro, 
is almost w hite, and decided to conceal 
from the widow the fact, that he was a 
negro 

In July last the pair concluded that 
the matter had gone Ear enough to 
reach a climax, and a proposition by 
the widow Orton that they bo married 
by telegraph was readily accepted by 
Welsh. This was on .1 uly 5th. The 
minister w ho performed the novel cere- 
mony was Bev. Thomas J. Smith, who 
is also a negro barber of this citv and 
not a minister at all. Widow Orton 
stood at the Pittsburg end of the wire 
and Welsh at this end, and the ques- 
tion were put and answered by tele- 
graph A month later Mine. Welsh 
came on to Indianapolis to join her 
liege who was prepared for her coining 
and had discarded the shears and razor 
for the leech and medicine ease. 'He 
was hard up of course and his strangely 
acquired spouse went down into her 
well-filled wallet and produced enough 
lucre to furnish an ollice and hang out 
a shingle bearing the legend, "Thomas 
(.!. Welsh physician and burgeon."

'Kingly Dwelling. 

LONDON, Oct. 4. — The Palace of 
Christiansborg at Copenhagen, which 
was destroyed yesterday, has been the 
the ollieial residence of the Danish 
kings a century and a half, though the 
present ruler lias never lived there, 
preferring the less magnificent but. 
copier palace of Anialienberg, in the 
fashionable end of the city. The Chris- 
tiansborg is a massive granite .structure, 
with a facade of lofty pillars devoid of 
all architectural ornamentation, Hanked 
on the east, by the curious old bourse, 
and on tin; west by Thorwahlsen's 
Museum. The castle was built in 1733 
by the extravagant Queen of Christian 
VI, as the result of a political trick. 
Money was pentiful at the Danish 
Court despite the waste that character- 
ized it, mid the Swedes across the 
Sound, became alarmed lest the Danes 
should resume their old amuse- 
ment in idle hours of making war on 
their neighbours. To prevent it the 
Swedish Government hastily decided 
to begin building operations one large 
scale at Malmoe, and let the intellig- 
ence go forth that a great castle was to 
be built, the greatest in the North, 
sure that the Danish (.^ueen would im- 
mediately set about erecting a greater, 
and bo spend t he money that .should 
liaue gone to pay the armies. The bait 
took promptly, and the Christansborg 
was built at an expense of 127 barrels 
of gold. The castle in Malmoe never 
got beyond the show of digging the 
foundation, and the war was averted. 
Two Danish kings have been born in 
the castle, and one died there. In 1731 
it, was burnt down and the people re- 
built it by voluntary contributions. 
The year lifter when half the town was 
burned, the king let the homeless shel- 
ter under its roof. Half of tho burned- 
out population easily crowded together 
in the vast building and its out-houses 
till the work of rebuilding could begot- 
ten under way. In Christiansborg the 
late King Frederic VII received the 
populace on his ascension to the throne 
in 1818 and promptly granted their 
demand for a constitutional govern- 
ment. In its great hall the constitu- 
tional convention sat and worked out 
its problem, and there both the House 
and the Regsdag have since held their 
.meetings. The Supreme Court also 
meet there. The palace was used by 
the present royal family only uo public 
festival Is, In the upper story was the 
national picture gallery, a collection of 
very great value, rich especially in 



paintings of the old masters of the 
Flemish school of art, and m the works 
of modern painters. The pictures num- 
bered fully 2,000.

One of the most extraordinary in- 
stances of the rise in value of a picture 
ia the story of "The Monarch of the 
Olen." Landseer painted for the adorn- 
ment of the House of Lords; it was re- 
tured to him with a civil note of thanks 
and a refusal to hang on the walls of 
"the Upper House." A purchaser, how- 
ever, came forward shortly after tho 
illustrious animal painter had received 
his snub, and became the possessor of 
the picture for $1,500. Early last May, 
at a sale of private collections by 
Christie S: Man.son, "The Monarch of 
the Glen" was put up for $10,000, and 
after an animated bidding, was knock- 
ed down to Mr. Eaton, M. P., for $30- 
000.

The Firs! Mui'dtir of llic I*resi- 
ilcutal Campaign. 

THE MCICWEICEIt LYNCHED. 

(Exclusive to Tlie Colonist.) 

Lacuohsk, Wis., Oct. 10. — F. G. Bur- 
ton, president of the Blaine and Lnpan 
club huro, was shot doad by ;t ruffian 
known as "Scotty" at 8 o'clock this even- 
ing while republicans were funning in 
procession on Alain ataeet. Seven shots 
wore tired in quick succession. The 
murderer was arrested and hurried to 
jail before the immense crowd could rea - 
line what had occurred. As soon as tin; 
fact was made known, there was a most 
intenso excitement and hundreds of men 
in uniform and carrying their torches 
hurried to the court house yard and do - 
nianded the prisoner bo handed over to 
them. "Lynch him," "lynch him," was 
the general cry and at this moment, 8:40, 
there are hundreds of men besieging the 
jail. Sheriff Scott, chief police (Jlarko 
and a posse of police are at the jail door 
trying to calm the infuriated multitude. 
No violence has been done and none may 
take place. The body of Burton has been 
takon to the drug ature of F. H. Spencer 
where an examination showed life was ex- 
tinct, overy Bhot taking etl'ect. Those 
who stood near the hcoiio of murder say 
the man advanced from the crowd to 
within a fow foot of his victim and tired 
the first shot into his back. Burton 
fell on the pavement, and "Scotty" fired 
into his body and head. He then threw 
tho revolver tit his victim, and gavo him 

a kick, saying, "that, is the whu 

knows me ami that I have boon looking 
for," or words to that effect, All this 
was done in a moment's time, and before 
anyone could realize what had happened. 
The republicans were to have celebrated 
the Ohio victory to-night with a parade, 
fire works and speeches, but the scone 
has changed as if by magic to one of 
terrible excitement of a far different char 
acter, the city being greatly aroused. If 
tho crowd had a responsible, cool-headed 
leader the murderer would Bwing in an 
hour. 

LATER. 

lO-.HO p. m. — The officers were not able 
to stay tho mob, who refused to listen to 
arguments. From 9 tu 10 o'cinck Court 
Jlouso Square presented a scene which 
beggared description. The mob increased 
in numbers until tho entire space on three 
aides of tho jail, was a dense mass of 
humanity, demanding that tlie murderer 
bo hanged. The torches of t he nu n flared 
above a sea of heads and white plumes. 
The beat citizena in the placo were pros - 
ent and watched the fearful scone with 
blanched faces, but with no expression of 
sympathy. There were hundreds of women 
in tho thoroughfares and walks about the 
jail. At laat leaders were found with cool 
heads who wont methodically about tak- 
ing the man from tho prison and lynching 
him. Beams were procured and in a 
abort time the heavily bolted and barred 
doors of the jail wore battered in by the 
crowd, who poured into the first floor. 
The aheailf and assistants succeeded in 
clearing tho room tho lirst and second 
times, but on the third rush the mob 
overpowored them and held their ground. 
Tho interior wooden doors of tho cooking 
department yielded like so many plates of 
glass, and in the meantime the heavy oak 
door leading to the main stairway 
was battered down and the crowd was 
in full possession of the man in the cor- 
ridor. While this was going rill tho 
crowd became almost collossal about the 
placo, but aside from the rush of men at 
tho jail tho best of order pro vailed. There 
were no drunken men in the mob, the 
whole work being done by fellows who de- 
cided to make the murderer pay tho 
death penalty before they left the square. 

Later — The jail doors were battered 
down at 10:45 and tho murderer was 
lynched.

Already six cargoes have this 
year boon shipped to England by the 
California Redwood Company, carrying 
some 4,400,000 feet, of tho value of §11 1, 
200. The Charles Bill, henco September 
2th h, had tho last cargo, and the ship 
Alice M. Minott has boon chartered to 
follow, sailing, in all probability, this 
month. Othur lumber exports from 
Puget Sound and British Columbia potts 
aro at all times in order, consisting of tho 
various kinds of white timber ami lumber, 
including spars, boards, shingles, rail- 
road ties, etc., in fact, lnnnber of every 
kind and description. Tho very low 
prices now ruling at mill ports are very 
tempting to exporters. — S. F. Com. 
Herald. 



A great many conflicting accounts have 
come down of Into as to tho mineral and 
agricultural wealth of tho northern coasts, 
particularly in reference to tho newly dis- 
covered gold field on Lortio creek. At 
first very little credence was placed in the 
value of this new strike, brobably on ac- 
count of ita close proximity to settlement, 
and the fact that the placu had been 
so often passed over by prospectors tts 
valueless for a number of years past. 
Tho truth of tho report, however, was 
soon vorified, and all the claims wore pay- 
ing well and new locations being discover- 
ed. On Sept. loth The Colonist printed 
a moderate and probably correct report of 
the value of the diggings. Some miners 
who canio down on tho last steamer 
brought tho report of extremely large out- 
puts for the month, which were published 
in good faith, aa tho information was given 
as a fact. 

In yesterday's paper, however, there 
was a letter from a miller interested in tho 
claim reported as bo rich, who staled that 
the output given was nothing tit till like 
that claimed, but that it was about §1,500 
for the mouth.. This tallys with our in - 
formation of Sept. 15th, when we gavo tho 
output as being from S5 to §10 per day to 
the man . 

Why thesu greatly exaggerated accounts 
should be made, it is difficult to conceive, 
aa there is no benefit to be derived from 
them by tiny one, and the attracting of a 
largo number of miners to tho camp would 
only result in dissatisfaction and trouble, 
and tho country would bo injured in rep 
illation. 

There can be no doubt that the Lome 
.creek placer diggings aro a rich finil and 
that there will he other locations discover- 
ed where gold may be obtained in paying 
quantities. The gold is of a bright yellow 
color, free from (piarty,, and well washed. 
Alining is carried on by constructing 
wing-dams, which, s i .-■ mi as completed, 
easily allow of the gold being seen red. 
Operations have now shutdown fir the 
winter, and even with the modurato finds 
reported, there is certain to bo a r intol- 
erable rush in the spring. The hostile 
attitude of the Indians mny be overcome 
by that time, aud probably it has also 
been exaggerated in importance.

Macphersou, an eminent cholera 
historian, says that cholera is ono of 
tho most ancient diseases of which dis- 
tinct description exist, and that thoro 
are few disorders respecting whioji 
such an uninterrupted chain of ovi- 
donco has been preserved. 

Sporadic, or spasmodic, cholera pre- 
vailed in tho time of Hippocrates (B. 
C. 460), of which ho gives a descrip- 
tion, showing all tho characteristics of 
tho disease at the present time. 

Ayurveda, of Sucruta, in Sanscrit, 
describes a fatal disease called visu- 
chika, embracing all of the striking 
symptoms of the cholera of the present 
day. 

In A. U. 7, Celstta gives a full ac- 
count of the disease at that time, as, 
also, Galen in A. D., 181; Alexander, 
of Trallas, 460; Putilus /Eirureta, 700; 
Rhazos, of Bagdad, 900; Arisenna, in 
1000, and we find a history of its pre- 
valence down to the present date. 

Tho birthplace of cholera is admitted 
by all cholera historians to be iu tho 
delta of tho Ganges, spreading thonco 
over the globe through tho medium of 
tho religious and commercial gather- 
ings. — Ohitiujo fulur- Ocean.

1 cannot say positively what uses this 
very thin wire is put to, but something 
in surgery, 1 believe, either for fasten- 
ing together pieces of bono or for oper- 
ations. A newly invented instrument 
has beon described to me, which, if it 
does what is affirmed, is oue of the 
greatest and most wonderful discover- 
ies of modern scionco A very thin 
platinum wire loop, brought to incan- 
descence by the current from a battery, 
which, though of great power, is so 
small that it hangs from tho kipel of 
tho operator's coat, is used instead of 
tho knife, for exoisiotis and certain am- 
putations. It sears as it cuts, prevents 
tho loss of blood, ami is absolutely 
painless, which is the most astonishing 
thing about it. I am assured that a 
large tumor has been cut from a child 
in this manner, and the child laughed 
while the operation was being perform- 
ed, and that without any aruesthetie 
having been administered." — Ftalinum 
Wire-Maker in Interview.

The Appearance of a Sim Spot. 

Professor Langley, of the Alleghany 
Observatory, will contribute to tho 
Century a series of popular illustrated 
papers on "The New Astronomy." 
His iirst article, in the September 
number, treats of the spots on the sun, 
and of one of the spots he says: 
"There were wonderful fern-like forms 
in this spot, too, and an apnearanoo 
like tiiat of pine-boughs covered with 
snow; for, strangely enough, the in- 
tense whiteness of the solar' surface, in 
tho best telescopes, constantly sug- 
gests cold. I have had the same im- 
pression vividly in looking at the im- 
mense masses of molten-white iron in 
a great puddling furnace. The salient 
feature hero is one very difficult to 
set!, even in good telescopes, but one 
which is of great interest. It has been 
shown in the previous drawings, but 
we have not enlarged on it- Every- 
where in tho spot are long white 
threads, or fflamonts, lying upon one 
another, tending in a general sense 
toward the center, and each of which 
grows brighter toward its inner ex- 
tremity. Those make up, in fact, as 
we now see, tho penumbra, or outer 
shade, anil tho so-called 'crystal' is 
really affiliated to them. Besides this, 
on close looking we see that tho inner 
shade, "or umbra, and tho very deepest 
shades, or nuclei, are really made of 
them, too. Wo can look into tho dark 
center, as into a funnel, to tin.- depth of 
probably over live thousand miles; but 
as far as we may go down wo come to 
no liquid or solid Iloor, and seo only 
volumes of whirling vapor, disposed 
not vaguely like our clouds, but in tho 
singularly dolinito, fern-like, llower- 
like forms which are themselves made 
of these 'iilanionts,' each of which is 
from three to live thousand miles long, 
and from fifty to two hundred miles 
thick, and each of which (as wo saw 
in tlie first spot) appears to be made 
up like a rope, of still liner and liner 
strands, looking, in the raro instants 
whon irradiation, makes an isolated 
one visible, like a thread of gossamer, 
or tho finest of cobweb. These suggest 
the line threads of spun glass; and 
here there is something more than a 
mere resemblance'of form, for both ap- 
pear to have one casual feature in 
common, due to a viscous or 'sticky' 
llttid; for there is much reason to bo- 
litive that the solar atmosphere, even 
whoro thinner than our own air, is 
rendered viscous by tho enormous 
heat, and owes to this its tendency to 
pull out in strings, in common with 
such otherwise dissimilar things, as 
lionoy, or mcliod sugar, or melted 
glass."
